NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 1st September 1 972 

8.0. 569(E).—Whereas the Naga National Council (hereinafter referred to as 
the Council)— 

(i) has openly declared as its objective the formation of an independent 
Nagaland, comprising the State of Nagaland and the adjacent Naga- 
irjhubited areas of Assam, Manipur and Arunachai Pradesh (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said areas); 

(li) has raised an armed force, namely, the so-called Naga Army, and has 
set up, and is using, the organisations specified in tbe Schedule below 
to achieve the said objective and to bring about the secession of the 
said areas from the Union of India; 

(ili) is, in furtherance of i's objective aforesaid, employing the ro-called 
Naga Army in attacking the Security Forces, the Civil Government 
and the citizens in he said areas and indulging in ae‘s such as arson, 
looting, intimida+ion of the civil population and forcible collection 
of funds and food-stuffs; 

(iv) has. to achieve it? objective aforesaid, maintain-d contacts, through 
the so-called Federal Government o' Naealard wi'h forclcn 
countries, wi h a vi"w to r ecur ; ne financial and armed assistance and 
training facilities for the so-called Naga Army; and 
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(v) has instigated, advised and aided certain individuals and groupa in the 
north-eastern region oi India, with the object of developing a co¬ 
ordinated insurgency movement to achieve secession of the said region 
from the Union of India; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that for the reason* afore¬ 
said, the Council and the other organisations specified in the Schedule below arr 
unlawful associations; 

And whereas the Central Government is further of opinion that because of 
the repeated acts of violence and attacks of the so-called Naga Army on the 
Security Forces and on the civil population, it i$ necetaary to declare the Council 
and the other organisations aforesaid to be unlawful with immediate effect; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the Unlawful Activities fPreven ion) Act, 1967 (37 of 1907), the 
Central Government hereby declares to Naga National Council and the other 
organisations specified in the Schedule below, to be unlawful associations and in 
exercise of the rower; conferred bv the proviso to sub-section (3) of that section 
directs that this notification shall, subject lo any order that may be made under 
.section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in tire Official 
*3azette.
